The Niagara Foundation, a 
small group of volunteers 
dedicated to the protection of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake heri¬ 
tage, hope to preserve the 
Town-owned green space 
that was leased to the lawn¬ 
bowling club for almost a 

The Foundation doesn't 
have the kind of money 
required to buy the Regent 
Street property, as one coun¬ 
cilor suggested at a recent 
council meeting, but mem¬ 


bers feel strongly that the 
property should remain in 
the public domain, as it has 
been since it was purchased 
by the government of Upper 
Canada in 1803, says 
Foundation president Paul 
Shepherd. 

When the Town asked for 
expressions of interest for the 
use of the property that the 
NOTL Lawn Bowling Club 
had been leasing from 1813 
until the new community 
centre opened last spring, the 
Niagara Foundation was the 
only response. 

They proposed the creation 
of a bicentennial peace gar¬ 
den on the one/third of an 
acre in the heart of the Old 
Town, but their main objec- 


200-year tradition of open 
public space, says Shepherd. 

It also has historic signifi¬ 
cance—a home on the origi¬ 
nal four-acre property 
became the Government 
House, and it was there that 


Sir Isaac Brock and Colonel 
John Macdonnell lay in state 
after the Battle of Queenston 
Heights. 

The former lawn bowling 
green is currently designated 
as open space in the town’s 
Official Plan, but a planning 
staff recommendation to 
council last fall suggested it 
be zoned for residential 
development and sold. 

The foundation has 
pledged to raise funds 
through grants and dona¬ 
tions, hoping to team up with 
the town to access money 
from upper levels of govern¬ 
ment to finance the establish¬ 
ment of a garden, says 
Shepherd. 

The cost to the Town would 
be the continuing mainte¬ 
nance of the property as a 
public park, but would seem 
less onerous and less expen¬ 
sive than the parks and recre¬ 
ation department's previous 
commitment to groom the 
green to the standards

Dagelman and Gray were 
nominated to create the CD 
and they spent three days 
putting it together. 

Althoughhe didn’t attend 
Virgil or Colonel John Butler, 
Dagelman says he is excited 
about the grand opening of 
Crossroads because it’s an 
important part of the com¬ 
munity and he is able to 
leave something behind for 
people in the future to see. 

"It feels good considering 
I’m part of the first Grade 8 
class at Crossroads.” 

Gray attended Virgil 
Elementary School since 
Kindergarten and he made 
the move to Crossroads this 
September. 

He says he's thrilled to be 
a part of an important piece 


of Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
history. 

“It’s my first year here so I 
won’t get the full experi¬ 
ence Crossroads has to 
offer, but it’s enough.” 

“The time capsule will be 
opened in 50 years,” says 
Principal Marian Reimer 
Friesen, adding, "I will be 
there when it’s opened." 

The time capsule will 
include other items from 
students including T-shirts, 
a history write-up and pho¬ 
tos from both former 
Colonel John Butler and 
Virgil Schools, current class 
pictures with signatures, 
staff photos and a floor 
plan of the new school. 

The time capsule was 
something Friesen says she 
thought about when she 
knew the new school would 


Friesen, who was princi¬ 
pal of both Colonel John 
ButlerandVirgil Elementary 
Schools when they closed, 
says it’s “a dream come true" 
to be a part of the new 
school and it will be inter¬ 
esting to see how the 
school changes over the 
next 50 years. 

"To be here and to be a 
part of something like this 
is amazing.” 

Friesen says she hopes 
everyone who can attend 
will visit Crossroads during 
the open house. 

The grand opening, origi¬ 
nally scheduled for 
November, was put on hold 
because parts of the school, 
including the new gymna¬ 
sium, were still under con- 

Anyone who attends will

95,000 tickets, says 
Yazbeck. 

Other hits from the 2011 
season included Drama at 
Inish and Maria 
Severn—both had 
their runs extend¬ 
ed due to popular 
demand. 

Another audi¬ 
ence favourite 
Yazbeck says can¬ 
not be forgotten 
was The President, 
which made its 
return to the festi¬ 
val and was criti¬ 
cally acclaimed. 

The 2011 sea¬ 
son, said Yazbeck, 
was about cele¬ 
brating the people 
who have helped 
the Shaw evolve 
from a tiny theatre 
to become interna¬ 
tionally known

Niagara-on-the-Lake.

Future of Regent St. green space up in air 


Members of the Niagara Foundation, 
a small but dedicated group of volun¬ 
teers who have saved several significant 
heritage buildings in town, have now 
turned their sights on preserving the 
square on Regent Street that was for¬ 
merly the NOTL Lawn Bowling Club and 
green, an oasis in the midst of a very busy 
downtown. 

Its history of green space in the public 
domain goes back decades. 

And although the revenue from what 
could become two residential develop¬ 
ment lots in the heart of Old Town must 
seem very tempting, in decades to come, 
it will seem a paltry sum to have received 
and spent in comparison to what we 
could have if the Town holds on to it. 


There are other properties the Town 
passed up that are now lamented—too 
late. 

If sold, the Regent Street square, which 
could be a lovely common area for locals 
and visitors, is likely to become one of 
those terrible blunders that will be regret¬ 
ted by generations to come. 

The Niagara Foundation is anxious to 
work with the Town. It is willing to put up 
some money an to work on applications 
for funds from upper levels of govern¬ 
ment. All members are asking, really, is 
for the Town to forego the revenue from 
the property's sale. Their vision is com¬ 
mendable. 

We should show our support and hope 
the Town has the foresight to listen.

If it ain't broke don't fix it, says NHS supervisor about NOTL Hospital

In all the buzz we've 
heard recently about hos¬ 
pital restructuring, there 
hasn't been a peep about 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 

And that, says Kevin 
Smith, appointed by the 
province to figure out how 
to fix the regional health 
system, is because our 
little hospital isn't bro- 

"It's a great place," he 
says. "It's a really nice lit¬ 
tle hospital." 

And NOTL residents as 
a whole are the most sat¬ 
isfied bunch of health 
consumers in the region, 
he added.

What he has heard 
from NOTL has been con¬ 
structive criticism from 
residents who for the 
most part embrace the 
"new reality of ambulato¬ 
ry care." 

So when he talks about 
restructuring the Niagara 
Health System, he sees no 
change "in the foresee¬ 
able future" to the health 
care that is provided at 
the NOTL site. 

"In my scenarios, I 
don't see it closing." 


He especially likes the 
physician-based service 
that has been embraced 
by the community, he 

At this stage in discus¬ 
sions, Smith is floating 
three options for change 
to the health system. He 
has based those options 
on what he is hearing 
from stakeholders and 
the public that might 
work, he says. 

There have been other 
solutions offered, but cost 
has to be part of the dis¬ 
cussion, he added. 

One of his consider¬ 
ations involves "a 
divorce," breaking the 
system into two parts, 
north and south. But that 
raises questions for which 
he has no answers, yet— 
chiefly, how it puts more 
dollars into patient care, 
one of the three restruc¬ 
turing goals. 

The second option is 
to keep the NHS as is, but 
give more autonomy to 


the individual sites, allow¬ 
ing local decision-mak¬ 
ing. But that wouldn't 
seem to eradicate the 
problems that exist cur¬ 
rently, he said. 

The third, and at this 
point most practical sce¬ 
nario is to build a new 
hospital in the south end, 
and close some of the 
existing aging facilities. 
But he understands that 
also raises questions, 
such as what kind of care 
it would deliver, and 
where it would be locat¬ 
ed. 

All of these options, he 
cautions, are in the "for¬ 
mation stage." 

He expects to have a 
report with recommenda¬ 
tions to present to the 
public in late spring, with 
town-hall style meetings 
and polling to follow. 
Decisions won't be made 
without public consulta¬ 
tion, he promises. 

But at the same time 
he understands that what¬ 


ever is decided, not every¬ 
one will be on-side. 

The goal, he says, is to 
come up with something 
that the leadership of 
Niagara will accept as 
"this is as good as it's 
going to get at the 
moment," a plan the com¬ 
munity will embrace as 
meeting most of its needs, 
if not all—"a pretty good 
solution" that fits the eco¬ 
nomic reality of today. 

So back to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, and our hospi¬ 
tal with its complex con¬ 
tinuing care beds and its 
physician—based clinic 
that serve our community 
very well, if not perfectly. 

Can he promise it will 
stay that way, for always 
and forever? Of course 

He anticipates the 
complex continuing care 
patients of the future will 
be sicker than they are 
today. They may not be 
able to receive the care 
they need in a small com¬ 


munity hospital. What we 
may need at that point 
are more long-term care 

Health care, as our 
population ages—a popu¬ 
lation that is no longer 
the "passive medical con¬ 
sumer" of past genera¬ 
tions—will need to be 
revisited, as will the role 
of our NOTL Hospital. 

But for now, he seems 
content with letting it 
continue to serve the 
community in its current 
capacity, agreeing that 
while its services might 
be limited, it does an out¬ 
standing job of providing 
the care it is intended to 
dispense. 

As he says, it's a great 
little hospital, and we're 
really fortunate to have it. 
Perhaps he also under¬ 
stands how fiercely proud 
we are of our hospital, 
and how ferociously we 
would defend it, as we 
have in the past, were it to 
be threatened.

It will be sealed and 
placed inside one of the 
columns at the front 
entrance of the schoo, 
where it will remain wait¬ 
ing to be opened. 

Fast forward 50 years 
later and the students and 
teachers at Crossroads will 
have the opportunity to 
open the time capsule and 
view its contents —they 
will know what it was like 
when Crossroads first 
opened and they will know 
who were the first students 
to enjoy the school. 

The time capsule that 
will be saved for a future 
generation of Crossroads 
students is another exam¬ 
ple of how important heri¬ 
tage is to this community. 

When Virgil closed its 
doors last year, there were 
many questions about what 
would happen to the prop- 

Nowthat the Virgil prop¬ 
erty has been purchased, 
the question of what will 
become of the former 
school still remains unan¬ 


swered. 

Councillor Martin 
Mazza says he would like 
the former school to be 
given a heritage designa¬ 
tion and he will put a 
motion forward to look at 
protecting the heritage of 
the former school site at 
the next council meeting, 
Feb. 13. 

When the Niagara 
District School Board put 
the property up for sale, 
the Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake considered giving 
a third-party designation to 
the school. But the school 
board asked the Town not 
to go ahead with the desig¬ 
nation because it would 
discourage buyers from 
purchasing the property. 

Now that the dust has 
settled, Mazza says he 
would like to take another 
look at designating the 
property. 

Virgil came from hum¬ 
ble beginnings as a one- 
room stone building in 
1872 and has changed 
throughout the decades 
with the addition of new 
classrooms and a gymnasi- 

Until last year, Virgil was 
one of the oldest schools in 
Canada that was still in 

The site has more than 
130 years of history with 
generations of families 
from Niagara-on-the-Lake 
who attended it. 

If members of the com¬ 
munity feel the former site 
should be protected, it’s 
important to let Town 
councillors know. 

Otherwise, the original 
one-room school could be 
lost once when the proper¬ 
ty is redeveloped.

Parkinson’s, a degenera¬ 
tive brain disease for which 
there is no known cause or 
cure, may go undiagnosed 
and untreated for years.

they’re accustomed to seeing. 
They may seem more placid. 
They might not be as active, 
or when they move it might 
seem a little stiff or wooden.” 

One foot might drag a lit¬ 
tle, or one arm might not 
swing as much as the other 
when the person is walking. 

“These symptoms may be 
so small and insidious, they 
are often attributed to old 
age. Sometimes it takes 
awhile for them to be put 
together to form a diagnosis," 
says Brown, who will talk 
about Dr. Parkinson’s Disease 
tremors at next week’s 
InfoHealth Session at the

Parkinson’s can be diag¬ 
nosed by a scan that reveals a 


drop in dopamine—which 
has probably depreciated by 
about 50 per cent by the time 
the symptoms appear, he 
said. 

With him will be pharma¬ 
cist Sean Simpson, who can 
talk about the medications 
that help both the symptoms 
of Parkinson’s and tremors 
that are unrelated to 
Parkinson’s. 

"We want the public to 
understand the treatment, 
and the pharmacist under¬ 
stands the medication and its 
side-effects as much or in 

physician,” says Dr. Brown. 
"He may know more about 
what’s new and different. The 
pharmacist has an active role 
to play in the treatment of 
Parkinson’s.” 

The disease is common 


“In NOTL, maybe 10 per¬ 
cent, or even as high as 15 
percent, of the population 
will develop some symptoms, 
some features of 
Parkinson's." 

Once receiving medica¬ 
tion, the symptoms may dis¬ 
appear—muscle aching, 
soreness and stiffness may be 
gone, and family members 
may comment that their 
loved one’s smile has 
returned. 

"The difference can actu¬ 
ally be quite dramatic.” 

But while the symptoms 
can be relieved, the disease 
continues to progress. “It’s a 
degenerative disease, and we 
can’t stop the progression."

But there are other trem¬ 
ors that are a completely dif¬ 
ferent issue, although 
patients may come in con¬ 
cerned that they have 
Parkinson’s, he says. 

genetic component, but the 
main concern is that people 
who have hands or voices 
that tremble may find the 
condition annoying or 
embarrassing. Such tremors 
can worsen under stress, says 
Dr. Brown, and can be treat¬ 
ed if they interfere with daily 
activities. 

There are other diseases 
that share some of the symp¬ 


toms of Parkinson’s, but are 
not related to the depletion 
of dopamine, he said. 

These “Parkinson’s look- 
alikes” often include other 
symptoms that are not mark¬ 
ers for Parkinson’s, he says. 

The Parkinson Society of 
Canada, in partnership with 
more than 240 chapters and 
support groups, is dedicated 
to research, education, sup¬ 
port and advocacy on behalf 
of over 100,000 Canadians 
living with Parkinson's, and 
is a useful resource for those 
living with the disease.
